PAROCHIALISM VIEWED BROADLY. The 
parochial character the Church’s organization 

unimportant feature her beauty and power 
each her children touches the very heart her 
functioning; all are made feel the proximity, the 
intimacy, and the paternity her pastors and 
guides; them she becomes, indeed, the Holy 
Mother. And yet this color and strength may not 
always appear the embryonis stages her local 
educational organization, accidental incidental 
her; the articulation her various units school 
work, for instance, are sometimes against making 
clear that there really completed system, 
unified whole, 

are missionary period our educa- 
tional development. Our school organization 
means perfected, not beyond its parochialism, 
not thoroughly linked with what follows 
should follow. Not long ago pastors and people 
accepted their tasks done when grade school 
was functioning for the boys and girls the parish. 
The children who were awarded their certificates 
so-called graduation were, all intent, launched 
for life’s voyage. Those who went higher than the 
grammar school were the elite, and where they 
went for their secondary course was relatively un- 
important; the parish had done its duty. This was 
remarkably true the case the boys. 

now manifest almost everywhere that 
grammar school education but very good com- 
mencement; that the enemies faith and morals 
lurk more numerously and insidiously the path- 
way youth than that childhood; that our 
boys and girls must have least the guidance and 
inspiration that the well conducted Catholic high 
school has offer. why these schools are 
now filled overflowing, and especially why 
the boys’ high schools, neglected the past rela- 
tively those the girls’, are such universal 
demand; why also more general interest 
being awakened for the recruitment the men 
congregations. 

And while may well hope that the tie between 
our grammar schools and high schools, now appre- 
ciably strong and close, will become more and more 
so, there less optimism the outlook for welding 
together the Catholic high school and the Catholic 
college. slight, keen general interest for 
the Catholic college, practical support even 
moral concern the criterion. Despite the plain 


fact, which comes home with striking, recurring in- 
sistence, that the non-Catholic college beset with 


yawning pitfalls faith, and wholly wanting 
Catholic interpretation and inspiration and religious 
savor, not few our high school administrators 
seem beside themselv painting their every ac- 
tivity and interest the door the secular insti- 
tution. Leaders and teachers and people seem, 
localities, bask the reflected glory seeing 
their high school recognized these quasi-alien 

Let not without hope, withal; there will 
come checking results the ultimate turn- 
ing-point, and with must appear contrast 
comparison that will fix the status the Catholic 
college the extent eliciting for the material 
and moral favor that must have more, largely, 
enable fill the gaps its personnel, courses, 
and equipment. And these shortcomings needs, 
let stated justice, can charged the 
unique fact that our Catholic colleges have been 
left the isolation their own inadequate resour- 
ces, have not yet been really recognized higher 
circles and the general body the complement 
our Catholic educational position that 
they must inevitably, but progressively, come in- 
under the patronage and blessing, and the 
age-old saving economy, Holy Mother Church.

And the boy girl who rants with peculiar 
vehemence and set step and studied gesticulation 
Shakespearean role, often answers “handsomely 
the identical criticism: she does not realize, 
scarcely begins even know, and between knowl- 
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kind and realization there difference; 
they have seen the teacher play and act, and, some- 
what after the fashion the proverbial tree-swing- 
ing creature, they but imitate, they catch merely 
the gesture things. 

The young teacher may similarly exposed 
his art, and must suffer from the exposure not 
attended master thoroughly aware youth’s 
inner limitations; the novice exposed become 
mere mechanician, where his functioning above 
all else, that vital artist. vital 
means life-giving; and how may she, 
untutored and unattended, expected have 
even know life, much less convey others? 

The vital purpose education is, first, form 
good mental habits, form them ourselves and in- 
spire others form them, mental habits that are 
purely personal end and aim, others that are 
social aim, some that partake the nature 
both; and form such mentality with the 
view later fixing ourselves and dependents rigid- 
that balance and proportion that make for un- 
alloyed happiness peace, for ourselves and 
others, here and hereafter. 

“Resist beginnings all too late the 
merely instance, difficult for the young 
teacher realize with any pretense justice, even 
though admit, and, degree, understand it. But 
the veteran educator has least more command- 
ing vantage ground. Yes, knows, and, what 
paramount, realizes the grip evil—has ex- 
perienced himself mayhap, certainty others. 
inculcates the necessity for resistance, the 
necessity for curbing nature, being very prac- 
sion, the end that one may ever strong and 
victorious the inevitable hour combat, his 
teaching absolute and has the other elements 
advantage, his teaching contains possibilities that 
augument, they not create, vitality. 

No, no, education not books nor contrivances 
nor methods nor lecturing nor babbling nor sup- 
pression nor libraries nor equipment. Education 
habits—personal habits, social hab- 
its, professiona! habits, academic habits, religious 
and moral habits; for good habits make for ease 
and peace and skill and reward and glory; they lead 
success; they lead God, the Great Goal; they 
lead Heaven, above and below, which the Final 
Sanction.

PICTURES her autobiography, 
St. Teresa gives familiar little glimpses her 
home—a truly Catholic home Spain the early 
sixteenth century.

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Theory and Practice Morality Education 


Rev. James Murray, C.M., A.M., Ph.D 


IGHT education such preparation the 

individual, physical, intellectual, and 
moral capacities, will enable him secure the 
highest enjoyment from their use here 
after.” 

Pagan, sceptic, infidel, and Christian Philosophic 
schools have all recognized and acknowledged the 
triple capacity rational creature for develop- 
ment—the Intellectual, and the Moral. 
Yet seek vain through the Hamitic, Semitic, 
Turanian, Aryan, and even Spencerian schools for 
the due credit each capacity. The absence 
Revelation with its beautiful truth regarding the 
human soul may account for the deficiencies the 
former schools, and the intellect blinded the 
very effulgence its own materialistic light ac- 
counts for the latter. 

almost every age the intellectual and physical 
sides have not been neglected. our own day, 
need only glance our great public educational in- 
stitutions. see the immense army trained 
teachers, the finely equipped laboratories, the well- 
filled libraries, the gymnasiums, the athletic fields, 
and stand stupefied watch the thousands 
graduates filing from these High schools, col- 
personality. And why? Because the psychological 
forces the child’s nature have been thrown out 

The education child receives must such 
fits his psychological needs. The lessons receives 
must tend develop him all the forces his 
nature. They must appeal mind, heart and will. 
Light alone for intellect not enough. Intellectual 
education plus thorough physical training not 
sufficient. Strength and inspiration for the will 
must added. Character must developed. The 
final product education must the 
virile personality, the true, the rounded 
spite the undoubted progress that has 
made, modern education has committed one great 
blunder. has not synthesized its 
efforts leave deep impression the 
character the child. does not mould the soul 
clear and definite edge. German author 
strikes one the radical vices pedagogy: “The 
system modern education very comprehensive, 
but fails, nevertheless, include all factors in- 
tellectual growth and development, for thwarts 
the work some, while allowing undue influence 
others.” Unless the angle the temple edu- 
cation, the corner stone true morality deeply 
and securely laid, the building will incomplete 
and its foundation insecure. 

That child whose moral education neglected 
will not prepared make his wav life. 
may heap millions dollars; that not life. 
win high social position; that not life. 
may enjoy all the pleasures money can buy; that 
not life. Some the most miserable creatures 
earth are those who have 
enjoved high social position and had all the pleasure 
the almighty dollar could buy. These things are not 


life. Life real, life something that lasts. Why 
have many gone down the Because 
they had faith, because they had hope, be- 
cause they had charity. They had courage, 
they had strength meet misfortune, heart 
face sorrow. They were too weak bear defeat, 
they had place for the tears and the disappoint- 
ments. They strove after money, position, influ- 
ence. When the passing shadows that they thought 
made life faded, they had weapons wherewith 
fight the real battle life. must give the 
child something that will help him make his way 
life, but let make sure what life is. Give them 
faith that enlightens their minds see the great 
truths God, that teaches them their own dignity 
human beings, that teaches them see that all 
things come from the hand God. Instead be- 
ing drawback, they will incentive, spur 
greater efficiencv. The training the school will 
certainly fit them for making their bread 
ter. But the training for life not merely the 
training hand and eve and ear and for the 
things earth. Life not all the shon. the of- 
fice, the mill, the banking house. Life not 
the almighty Our boys and girls must make 
living. but they must also live, and life not 
measured dollars and cents. tears that flow 
the sorrows that stagger humanity, 
and the anguish that eats away the poor human 
heart, the disappointments, the bitterness, the 
blighted hopes, the drooping spirit, all these are 
part and large part life. Any school that 
pretends train for life must train for these things. 
The child must armed for the conflict, must 
have weapons. 

Seeing then the necessity the moral develop- 
ment the child, let confine ourselves for the 
moment the development moral ideas the 
heart the child. modern school pedagogy 
maintains that the earliest period the child’s 
education, that the elementary primary school, 
moral ideas exercise influence what Sabatier 
calls, the “making the soul.” The earliest “cen- 
ters they tell us, begin take 
form only when the child six seven years old. 
the normal individual, they again assert, these 
centers attain but slight degree development 
when already from twelve fifteen old. 
They reach their full growth only when about 
thirty-two years old. Then only the higher 
ideas morality, truth, justice, liberty, reach their 
perfect flowering. The child the elementary 
school, they tell us, physiologically incapable 
acquiring these moral notions and concepts. 
their conclusion? One against which every true 
educator will protest. Since the child, says the new 
school, and biologically incapable 
acquiring these moral ideas, useless and 
thankless task for the teacher try awaken 
the soul the child ideas and concepts which 
simply inaccessible, and which find lodgement 
there. The teacher, sarcastically tell us, who 
endeavors form the “moral sense” the child 
rolling hill stone, only see crash- 
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ing down again, and forced renew efforts 
never crowned with success. 

Experience teaches how unsound such theory 
is. Daily contradicted the lives the chil- 
dren and pupils, see them developing before 
our eyes the classroom. the idea morality 


cannot find entrance into the soul the child, such 


soul would incapable reacting any senti- 
ment love, gratitude, shame, remorse, 
honor and loyalty, enthusiasm for the beautiful, 
What teacher does not realize that 
the very children inevitably sympathize 


with the hero heroine and loathe the tyrant. 


may not fully conscious the nature their ad- 
miration their hatred, but they are the right 
direction. 

The moral element the education child 
absolute necessity, and his training this line 
must from the earliest years. The first impres- 
sions are the lasting ones. The first seeds sown 
virgin soul quickly grow the maturity the 
flower plant, because yet, that soil, they find 
forces oppose them; hence the necessity 
moral education the plastic state. 

How beautifully nature illustrates the truth 
this statement. Flowers that need warm sunny 
climate will never bloom and blossom region 
ice and snow. You will find plants that grow on- 
southern climes, others that flourish only the 
cold north. Even the animals that must live the 
colder regions are provided nature with fur 
protect them against the rigors their home. Fol- 
lowing this law nature, you wish increase 
the faith, hope, and charity child’s soul, you 
must put the proper but these 
gifts are supernatural, they are gifts God, and 
increase them you must use supernatural means. 
You cannot perform delicate operation with 
sword, however, jeweled may be; you cannot 
chisel the beautiful features statue with crow- 
you cannot straighten the full-grown tree. You 
must then not only begin early, but you must also 
begin right. 

This training will naturally begin the 
sanctuary the home under the careful guidance 
the parents. The moment that the little boy girl 
with all its winsomeness and attractiveness wakes 
building intelligence precisely the moment 
when every precaution must taken achieve the 
initial success providing for most perfect culture 
this blossom into healthy and comely flowering. 

this moment which cautious and wise 
treatment called for. the exact moment when 
father and mother must come into closest co-opera- 
tion they wish bring maturity the nursling 
committed their care. 

The moral condition the child the plastic 
state such calls for skillful handling, but which 
will respond beautifully, almost marvelously, 
proper treatment. The child innocent and unsus- 
pecting. Both the animate and the inanimate arc 
embraced its affections: loves its tin-soldier, 
its cat, its mother. There sense right, 
perverse, but loves, sorry, trusts, forgets. 
will led, following blindly, unknowinglv. 
good evil. Every word. everv action, the sur- 
the very atmosphere will inevitably mar 
beautify the pliable heart the child. 
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Yet, sad say, how often the fleeting years 
plasticity, which habits that will make mar 
the man, are developed, are wasted the 
who should the child’s first and best teacher.

“The mother,” Miss Ella Frances Lynch says, “need 
not familiar with the customs and convention- 
alities the fashionable world, order make 
her children well mannered and thoughtful others.

This right based upon the natural au- 
thority and duty parents. results from the fact 
parenthood, anterior the rights the state the 
matter education, and would persist even our present 
political society were done away with. 


“Denominational schools, like all private schools, repre- 
sent the principal personal freedom—the freedom 
each individual engage any honest occupation ac- 
tion which not inconsistent with the rights others 
prejudicial the state. The suppression such 
schools would exceedingly dangerous thing for our 
country, for would be, that extent, denial and 
attempted suppression the principle personal free- 
dom itself.” 


“Graduates Catholic schools and colleges are rightly 
have keen interest the welfare their 
fellow-men, for this the natural and obvious expression 
Christian charity. time when philanthropic effort 
active and widespread, the duty Catholic 
teachers the meaning Christian brotherhood 
and show the opportunities for its exercise modern 
social organization. colleges and universities this may 
well regarded necessary element the training 
men who are fitted for Catholic leadership.”

This sort SERVICE, money can’t con- 
sideration given, but not proportion the 
service rendered. From such SERVICE capital 
secured, and not the capital which means money.

Money capital 
that can stolen and lost. castrophe might 
sweep away, may leak away through the rat 
holes bad investment. The best capital the 
world the capital one stores his brain, and 
here the vital point education. Education 
SERVICE one’s self, his country, his 
God, must SERVICE void self 
best given those who have sacrificed self for its 
attainment. 

Helping children lay knowledge teaching 
them store capital. Teaching them the prac- 
tice quick decision, exercising self-discipline, 
resisting temptation, and accumulating experi- 
ence. The measure success along these lines de- 
pends upon the SERVICE rendered the instruc- 
tor. 

Some years ago Kipling wrote: “When man 
does good work out all proportion his pay, 
seven cases out nine there woman the 
back his virtue.” Kipling has mind, not 
ordinary woman, but wise and good woman.” 
other words, woman who was capable of, and 
willing give SERVICE. Interpreted from the 
point education, the statement conveys the 
thought that the economic output the worker 
immeasurably increased idealizing influence. 
influence giving SERVICE.

The mental 
world analagous the physical far nour- 
ishment concerned, and over-feeding the 
brain less dangerous one’s mentality than 
over-feeding the body one’s physical 

This truth upon which might well for 
teachers reflect. seems rather pre- 
valent idea that the greater the number subjects 
attacked, lectures attended, educational 
courses followed, the better fitted does one become 
for the office teacher. matter fact, such 
not always the case.

First the diet, that our curriculum stu- 
dies. Are capable mastering the subjects that 
includes? these subjects follow logical 
sequence more difficult one attacked before 
the easier ones leading have been mastered? 
given subject grows high above our mental 
reach, should never try jump over the intel- 
lectual space that lies between this subject and our 
mental status. Far wiser climb the 
desired height means intervening subjects 
more easily understood. Jumping hill quite 
impossible the world mind the world 
either, the attempt usually proves dis- 
astrous. have mind certain course one 
the higher branches philosophy attended 
number students, many whom were ignorant 
sult this ignorance, there was endless repetition 
the part the professor, wearisome alike him 
and the students fitted take the course; while 
the students not fitted obtained, spite this 
repetition, too vague idea the matter being 
taught enable them make any practical use 
it. Even any the poorly equipped students suc- 
ceeded passing the examination, and some 
them probably did, their was undoubtedly 
due the fact that they memorized great part 
the material furnished the lectures and were 
thus able return the professor, paper, the 
information that had imparted them word 
mouth.

Poor memory! the imagination really is, 
some spiritual writers call it, the fool the house, 
memory surely the household’s beast burden. 
continually forced bear alone the loads that 
should shared with the understanding, and 
receives all the blame when are unable recall 
some fact that has escaped it. But indeed the 
memory that really forget what 
have once thoroughly understood? sure 
there are times when, owing some physical 
mental strain, the memory well the other 
faculties refuses work but think that many 
instances should blame the indolent understand- 
ing for our mental lapses rather than the over- 
worked memory. 

Digressing for moment, student teachers 
might consider the disadvantages intellectual 
space jumping shown the work our pupils. 
Take for example the question English. How 
many pupils high school college manifest 
their written work altogether inadequate 
edge orthography, capitalization and punctuation, 
and scarcely any knowledge all the principles 
with such pupils? Why, teach them climb 
the heights correct essay thesis writing 
means the intermediary branches. Perhaps teach- 
ing them climb may make our own climbing 
swifter and surer. 

But return our own curriculum. the 
selection subjects studied should not on- 
choose such are within the reach our men- 
tality but such also are correlated. The fact 
their being correlated will cause them require 
less mental exertion their mastering than would 
called for subjects having correlation. The 
Romance languages have strong family resem- 
blance and the student familiar with Latin will find 
far easier study Italian, Spanish and French 
than will the student who has never read his Latin 
authors. like manner, literature and history form 
good complementary courses, also mathemat- 
ics and science. Philosophy can well mastered 
studying regular order empirical psychology, 
logic, ethics, epistemology, cosmology, rational 
psychology, theodicy and history philosophy. 
This the method followed Reverend Charles 
Dubray, S.M., Ph.D., his book “Introductory 
Philosophy”, published Longmans, Green and 
Company. The book, while not treating exhaustive- 
any one branch philosophy, gives good gen- 
eral idea philosophy itself and will- prove help- 
ful reference book the student teacher. 

The department pedagogy opens vast field 
for study that would impossible discuss 
its entirety unless one were prepared write 
book several volumes instead simple maga- 
zine article. For the ordinary teacher. however, 
will probably suffice learn something about 
methods general and then devote her time the 


thing will certainly not 
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study such special methods affect her own 
particular subjects. Personally hold that, help- 
ful books and lecture courses may be, the teacher 
must much develop her individual methods. 
After all the method only the way imparting 
knowledge one’s pupils; and these pupils vary 
greatly, intellectually and otherwise, that one 
method can followed all times all places. 
wise remember that the principles laid down 
learned educators, whether their lectures 
their printed works, are advisory rather than dog- 
matic. should act accordance with these 
principles when may with profit our 
pupils ourselves, but never advisable 
hold them one holds for instance dogma 
Faith. Such tenacity leads many teacher into 
difficulties from which she finds easy task 
extricate herself. recall the experience 
certain teacher our acquaintance whose normal 
school training had imbued her with the idea that, 
all costs, pupils must treated with gentleness 
and kindness. The theory, course, perfectly 
correct; but this how, her case, worked out 
practice. She was sent class children, 
varying age from ten twelve years, who had 
been for some months the hands substitute 
teachers. These pupils had been having rather 
good time and they had evidently intention 
changing their methods whatever methods the new 
teacher might adopt. The teacher tried being kind 
and gentle and pandemonium reigned. She held 
her theories for about week and the disorder 
continued—it could hardly have increased. Then 
she decided use her common sense. There was 
battle royal waged between her and her pupils but 
she came out with flying colors, her class not 
only willing but even eager obey her. leave 
our readers point the moral this tale. 


Having considered the subject mental diet, our 
curriculum studies, might well give some 
attention the manner taking our intellectual 
nourishment. Suppose illustrate the mental 
means the physical. Some people have good, 
some poor digestion. quantity food that 
could eaten the former with inconvenience 
would make the latter ill. This holds true the 
world the mind. amount study that may 
readily undertaken the strong intellect will 
prove dangerous, perhaps fatal, the weak. Over- 
taxing the mind has not infrequently resulted in- 
sanity. Perhaps more often the over-taxed mind 
avenges itself reducing the body state 
weakness that incapacitates for further effort. 
Again all know that there are certain kinds 
bodily food which should not eaten the same 
meal. So, too, with our mental diet. Certain sub- 
jects require such serious effort along different lines 
thought that they should never studied the 
same time. teacher who follows three four 
these widely differing courses, summer school 
for instance, will find herself the close the 
session physical, not mental, wreck, thorough- 
unfitted enter upon her duties the school 
year about begin. the other hand, three 
four correlated courses may followed with little 


inconvenience the ordinary student, who 
will find herself fairly good condition the close 
the session, possibly better condition she 
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has studied wisely than she was the beginning 
the summer. 

Not only may take the physical illustrate 
the mental, but behooves realize how much 
our mental activity depends upon 
health. many teachers, especially religious 
teachers, seem consider disregard for the body 
little may discover that rather sign 
irreverence, ingratitude and stupidity. First, 
sign irreverence. Our bodies are the temples 
the Holy Spirit. take great care, and rightly 
so, our chapels, the dwelling places God the 
Son; reverent neglect the bodies that are 
the dwelling places God the Holy 
ondly, sign ingratitude. God has given 
these wonderful bodies ours that may serve 
Him while leaves this beautiful world; 
should not keep them condition render Him 
the best and fullest service? Thirdly, neglect the 
body sign stupidity. refuse take the 
rest, exercise and recreation required keep 
good physical condition the plea that have 
time for these things; have papers correct, 
class work prepare, studies pursue. But 
lowering our vitality are not making our mental 
labor more difficult and irksome and hastening the 
day when will utterly beyond our strength? 
the old story penny wise and pound foolish. 
Those teachers who fail 'to moved the charges 
irreverence, ingratitude and stupidity, might con- 
sider the effect one’s physical condition upon 
one’s treatment her pupils. Indigestion often 
the cause grouchiness, nervous headache 
irritability. Let have sane concepts spiritual- 
ity. Resignation the ill health sent God 
unmistakable sign resignation the ill 
health brought fostered ourselves may 
sign incipient insanity. If, Carlvle tells us, 
health and holiness are etymologically first cousins, 
they are less closely related along other lines. 
Mind and body must necessarily influence each 
other since the two constitute but one human being. 
Both are given God, the two talents with 
which are trade; that, when the day 
reckoning comes, may able return His 
gifts with interest. whom our life belongs 
sees fit shorten it, the responsibility His; 
shorten ourselves, the responsibility ours. Only 
the the Giver life, has the right sav 
when life shall end. Let resolve, therefore, that 
for the future the taking exercise, recreation. suf- 
food and sleep, shall form part our daily 
life, well private study preparation for 
class.

Whatever improvements may 
mark the future those textbooks there one 
deficiency that will never supplied. Even the 
contents chapter could condensed into 
page, the inherent limitations the abridgment ap- 
pear destined remain, and, the years wear on, 
flourish. The human race old and human 
life short. Therefore has always been utterly 
impossible catch the accents ancestral voices. 
Doubtless many messages have been sent down the 
vistas the past, but them countless ones have 
gone astray. Unnumbered monuments have perished 
and even the most enduring are before our eyes 
wasting under the winds time, burning under 
never-resting sun, slowly the caresses 
the tide. Here and there, sure, are massive 
piles masonry that for thousands years have 
defied devouring time, but the life the human 
race few thousand years are moment. 
Whether traces the achievements the bound- 
less past have been effaced advancing re- 
ceding glaciers, terrestrial convulsions col- 
lisions with rebellious planets matters little. 
the exploits our distant ancestors practically 
nothing known. them, save their bones, pre- 
served sunless caves high the sandy 
banks shrunken stream, have trace but 
the rude implements that shaped their weapons 
helped them hollow the rocky hillsides the be- 
ginnings their early shelters. may main- 
tained that this neolithic man did not stop with the 
completion his primitive shelter, but, Alta- 
mira, freely decorated his walls. had, indeed, 
the wide kingdom aesthetics wandered much 
farther than have whole armies his distant de- 
scendants, namely, the civilized beings that 
know. may that from some secure retreat 
sketched the elephant and the the musk 
and the mammoth, the reindeer and the horse 
they fearlessly cropped the herbage round his cave. 
Without old master for guide, somehow 
contrived catch their characteristics. may 
conceded that idle hope for any abundant in- 
formation concerning the earliest historical happen- 
ings, though anthropologists are gradually widening 
the scope their knowledge. Than this science, 
which far from being exact one, there none 
more interesting, but not the present theme, 
which rather the imperfect knowledge that 
possess the events the past ten twelve hun- 
dred years.

Certain Jews were friendly 
Columbus, and the fact should not lightly passed 
over. suppressing, the records any 
people, every reference useful achievement its 
history, sometimes accident, 
though often design, degrades them the hier- 
archy the nations. this practice all decent 
people should opposed. 


If, instead speculating upon theme inter- 
esting, historians would acquaint themselves with 
the rise and development the Spanish empire, 
they would without further training least suspect 
the sources such information would enable 
them form more correct opinions the field

Nevertheless, 
other races have made contributions 
deed there are authors privileged write maga- 
zines who mention “Anglo-Saxon civilization.” 
Thinking aspect this subject, the Right 
Honorable William Gladstone scholarly 
enough have misgivings concerning the reputed 
English origin representative government and 
accordingly contented himself with claiming for his 
country the honor shaping the constitutional 
kingship. But even that granted, was rather 
Anglo-Norman than Anglo-Saxon achieve- 
ment. That is, was partly continental, and, there-

The complimentary term Anglo-Saxon appears 
now but seldom employed. its sublime of- 
fice has been superseded the epithet Nordic, 
word that often disturbs well-meaning men with 
the joy imaginary exploits, student his- 
tory would dare enture into the realms prophecy, 
might hazard the opinion that before long this 
new autocrat ethnology, fancy’s child, will 
missing from the pages the political sciences and 
will survive only the vocabularies stories de- 
scribing the rude stages frontier life, such 
products fine art The Lure the Hills, The 
Mystery Bar Brimming River, Waifs the 
Wind, etc. One observes that their heroes, unlike 


most those history, are nearly always Nor- 


dic blood, whatever that may mean. 

Let conceded that the Anglo-Normans 
(the English) have had the chief share creating 
the constitutional kingship. Had their victims, the 
Irish, made any contributions contemporary civ- 
ilization? that subject the best college histories 
England and Greater Britain are profoundly si- 
lent. goes without saying that the school his- 
tories never convey even suspicion that the sub- 
ject race has done anything noteworthy for civili- 
zation, and indeed their contributions our culture 
ceased soon after they became subject people.

The prevailing opinion cultivated Englishmen 
and, therefore, the chief source information for 
many educated Americans, that Ireland the 
time the conquest (1171) was half-savage coun- 
try compared with England, and that its people 
obstinately persevered refusing the advantages 
brought them their more civilized conquerors. 
This belief was and the chief justification the 
harsh administration many cruel law. But 
Irishmen the tyrannical rule England even its 
worst would cheerfully forgiven. the 
more intelligent among them will not easily for- 
get the deliberate suppression nearly all Eng- 
lish literature every record Irish achievement. 
That Ireland can actually lay claim great past 
appears many fairminded Englishmen well 
most Anglo-Americans the last step ab- 
surdity. They are, true, ready concede the 
considerable achievement the Anglo-Irish and 
their worth have sufficiently accurate estimate. 
But that descendants the Celts, the people con- 
verted St. Patrick, had any connection with 
mediaeval culture, which really rests not little 
our modern civilization, their view idea 
based upon foundation more secure than na- 
tional vanity, glass which one sees one’s im- 
portance greatly magnified.

This lottery, devised Portia’s father, has been, 
believe, the subject considerable discussion, and 
will continue long this drama finds new 
readers. first sight sympathize with Portia 
who “cannot choose whom she would nor refuse 
whom she dislikes”. Yet, consider the whole 
plan more carefully, cannot otherwise than 
believe “that holy men their death have good 
inspirations”. his wisdom, Portia’s father, 
member that illustrious family, the Bellarios, 
foresaw many unworthy suitors for his rich and 
beautiful daughter. therefore, wishing pro- 
tect her, devised this test love which none save 
generous lover could solve, one who would will- 
ing “hazard all had”; fine, “one who should 
rightly any rate, events proved the wis- 
dom the scheme. The half-dozen suitors men- 
tioned the first part the drama, representing 
the fortune-hunters, are deterred from choosing 
the condition that, the event they must 
never woo another maid way marriage. How 
fortunate that they resolve not choose, for who 
find amongst them fitting 
Portia? She had entertained them manner be- 
fitting and vet least two them lack even 
the common politeness take formal leave. 
and Arragon represent class, 
though the former, bewitched the glitter the 
disdains “give hazard aught for lead”, 
whilst the filled with his own conceit, “as- 
sumes desert”. Thus remains for Bassanio, the 
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repentent prodigal, who has learned that outward 
shows are often least themselves, solve the rid- 
dle. True, his motive not wholly good, but he, 
all the suitors, possesses that one quality which 
enlightens him his choice; generous lover 
and can requite her love. 

But let come more particularly the con- 
sideration the central figure this romance 
love. Long before Portia makes her appearance 
the drama have built up, from Bassanio’s feeble 
effort describe her, image which baffles de- 
yet, the moment her entrance 
realize how far “this shadow doth limp behind the 
Endowed nature with every 
which she could lavish upon her and adorned 
grace with virtues which render her more angelic 
than human, she seems move about like some 
fairy princess sent earth lighten its sorrow 
with the lustre her virtues and the buoyancy 
her spirit. From the first moment her existence 
she has dwelt atmosphere wealth and lux- 
ury, and like her environment she the essence 
grace and dignity. Never has cloud sorrow 
disappointment cast its shadow across her path, 
save when envious death has robbed her father’s 
benevolent care. Indeed, this great sorrow 
her for, never having known the tender affection 
mother, she has centered all her love that one 
being who has become more companion than 
father. This intimate association probably accounts 
for the alacrity with which she accomplishes her im- 
personation and the ease with which she conducts 
herself the Trial Scene; she but walking the 
footsteps her noble father, partner and guide. 
However, the grief which she experiences his 
death has humanized her soul, and thus she, who 
knew not sorrow, taught sympathize with her 
fellow beings. This strikingly exemplified her 
tender solicitude for Bassanio his deep distress. 

Anyone who has made but casual study this 
play cannot fail perceive that Portia enamoured 
with life; joy essential condition her ex- 
istence. Happiness and sunshine seem radiate 
from her very being that her presence, were, 
permeates the atmosphere with joy. This, Bassanio 
has perceived, and very beautifully describes when 
greeting her upon his return from Venice. 

“We should hold day with the Antipodes 

you would walk absence the sun”. 
Nothing, not even the worries the Trial 
able dampen her enthusiasm. Sorrows come 
only sailing clouds which cast shadow for 
moment and soon drift away. One moment she 
with Bassanio ponders over 
the “sad contents” Antonio’s letter, and the next 
she exorcising his melancholic spirit the ex- 
uberance her own. 

“Come, away! 

For you must hence upon your wedding-day 
Bid vour friends welcome, show merry cheer; 
Since you are dear bought, will love you dear”. 


Her spirit manifests itself her ringing 
laughter wit which are always 
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evidence, Her description the suitors, her chat- 
ter with Nerissa concerning her intentions don- 
ning male attire, and the ring episode give ample 
illustration this characteristic. 

Portia’s relations with Bassanio tend bring out 
many other splendid qualities. From the first mo- 
ment their acquaintance, the “fair speechless 
messages”, they had plighted mutual love and lived 
hope that love would find way. her first 
words usually significant some leading char- 
acteristic—she complains Nerissa that her “little 
body aweary this great world”. She not satis- 
fied with possessing her immense fortune, she wants 
share with some one, and with whom not 
with that “Venetian, scholar and soldier, that 
came hither the company the Marquis Mont- 
This generosity further shown when she 
gilds her husband with ducats ransom Antonio; 
him return Venice the very day 
their wedding, and goes person—negligent 
human respect—to plead for the life her hus- 
band’s friend. How admirable, too, her fidelity! 
Even the face the awful possibility that Bassa- 
nio might choose the wrong casket, she still adheres 
her father’s ruling. 


could teach you 
How choose right, but then forsworn 
will never be”. 


With what simplicity does she manifest her love 
for Bassanio, and all quite oblivious her sur- 
rounding court: 

“Beshrew your eyes 
They have o’erlook’d and divided me; 
One half yours, the other half yours, 
Mine own, should say; but mine, then yours, 
And all yours”. 


What humility and munificence expressed her 
colloguy with the fortunate Bassanio, which “all 
her treasures his feet she lays”, though were 
mere nothing which she bestowing upon him: 


“You see me, Lord Bassanio, where stand, 
Such am; though for myself alone 
would not ambitious wish, 
wish myself much better; yet for you 
would trebled twenty times myself; 
thousand times more fair, ten thousand times 
more rich; 
That only stand high account, 
might virtues, beauties, livings, friends, 
Exceed account; but the full sum 
sum something, which, term gross, 
Happy this, she not vet old 
But she may learn; happier than this, 
She not bred dull but she can learn; 
Happiest all that her gentle spirit 
Commits itself yours directed, 


from her lord, her governor, her king.” 


While Bassanio thus enjoying his visit Bel- 
mont, the “three months” are speeding away. For 
some critics pass too quickly and result 
have good deal unfavorable criticism lodged 
against Shakespeare the ground that has not 
made sufficient allowance for their progress. think 
the criticism very unwarranted and great rever- 
ence for Shakespeare’s genius leads effort 
the way refutation. Nor deem neces- 
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sary ask pardon for this digression from the topic 
under discussion, because think the explanation 
intimately connected with Bassanio’s stay 
Belmont. 

begin with, must allow least week be- 
tween the borrowing the money and 
departure. During this interval, Bassanio has made 
himself ready for the journey prepared 
great feast; Shylock and Bassanio have spoken 
several occasions, one which Launcelot’s 
change masters has been Shylock has 
somewhat mitigated his hatred for the Christians 
(for obvious purposes) and has accepted the invita- 
tion eat with them; finally, Jessica has made 
preparations for her elopment with Lorenzo and has 
heard—so she tells afterwards—at least one 
occasion, her father and Tubal discussing 
bond. Then there the journey Belmont for 
which may allow something less than week. 
Shylock’s injunction Tubal the beginning 
fortnight that the bond ap- 
proaching maturity but not yet due. Roughly 
speaking, then, this leaves something over two 
months accounted for. 

often good policy matters this kind 
seek for the simplest explanation possible. Acting 
this principle, let suppose that these two 
months elapse between the second and third acts, 
during which time Bassanio “employs his chiefest 
thoughts courtship and fair ostents love” 
There reason why Bassanio should choose 
the day his arrival. fact, everything militates 
against such procedure. There was condition 
regulating the length time the suitors might stay 
before making their choice, albeit they must leave 
immediately upon choosing the wrong casket. Bas- 
sanio, may surmise, being entertained royally. 
Why, then, should anxious jeopardize his 
happiness making his choice? not plausible 
that should wish enjoy her company long 
can, especially when knows that choose 
wrongly will end Besides, familiarity with 
Bassanio’s character leads one believe that 
not man take life seriously worry about 
much before the time. 

The text itself contains many incidents support 
this explanation. Before discussing them, how- 
ever, wish consider couple points which 
would seem oppose it. the beginning Act 
Shylock says Salanio: “You knew, none 
ment has just been discovered. However, mo- 
ment later Tubal tells his return after long 
search for the thief. The explanation seems 
that with Shylock there past, his trouble 
always present him. Again, the curtain rises 
the Choosing Scene, Portia says Bassanio: 


pray you, tarry; pause day two 
would detain you here some month two 
Before you venture for me”. 


Now well observe here that Portia does not 
say: would detain you here some month two” 
but would detain you here some month two 
before you venture for me.” till now there has 
been question his making the hazardous 
choice, but the time getting short, the three 
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months are nearly up, and Bassanio, just previous 
the opening this scene, has begged that 
might permitted make his choice. fact, 
has been the temple and has taken his oath. 

much for the objections now, something more 
pointed. the night his departure for Belmont, 
Bassanio tells Antonio that “he will make some 
speed his return”. this Antonio enjoins: 


“Slubber not business for sake, Bassanio, 
But stay the very riping the time”. 


time can mean not the three months for 
which the bond signed? the close Act 
Bassanio has arrived Belmont. (This surely has 
some dramatic significance). When see him again 
Act III, Scene has “stayed the very riping 
the time” and anxious choose. This what 
means when tells Portia that “lives upon 
the rack”. When playfully she accuses him 
treason replies: 

“None but the ugly treason mistrust. 

makes fear the enjoying love”. 
feels guilty for delaying long. His conscience 
will not suffer him continue the enjoyment 
her company such risk his friend. 
confident success and begs leave choose; then, 
will “confess the When the messenger 
comes with news from Antonio, guesses the re- 
sult. his sense shame that “steals the colour 
from his cheek”—he has delayed too long. 
important notice that this same letter Antonio 
does not complain any fraud Shylock’s part; 
merely matter not having sufficient funds 
before the expiration the bond. 

The evidences, far enumerated, more directly 
concern Bassanio. There are several others. Gra- 
tiano has had time win the love Nerissa, 
conditions. Tubal has had time make extensive 
journeys search Jessica. tells Shylock:

most learned men the day, especially those 
the legal profession. Hence his daughter has been 
reared the society books and noble characters. 
Being, can easily deduce, apt scholar, her 
education most complete. evidence this, 
let note that, besides her own language, she con- 
verses fluently Latin and French, which the 
way have always been diplomatic languages. 
his guest, she has accompanied her cousin, Doctor 
Bellario, the great courts justice; and, 
himself says, they have “turned over many books 
together”. Hence, she exceptionally familiar 
with Venetian law, and all this, long before she 
knows Bassanio learns his friend’s affliction. 
What it, save her keen intellect and this exact 
knowledge the law, which enables her solve 
the enigmatical situation Antonio’s 
the details which she able get from Bassanio, 
the brief interval following her husband’s de- 
parture, her fertile mind soon conceives the quibble 
the flesh without the blood. Having outlined her 
case, she sends Balthasar, her servant, speed 
Padua her cousin, Doctor Bellario, (Salerio had 
told her that the duke had submitted the case his 
judgment) seek his approval, his robes office 
and letter introduction the court. All done 
she desires save that the learned doctor advises 
her use the quibble only last resort. Now, 
there are two sides every question, may 
argued that Bellario supplied this solution. How- 
ever, that contention allowed, why then 
Portia eager person defend her hus- 
band’s Why does she send for the robes 
office? 


“And, look, what notes and garments doth give 
thee, 

3ring them, pray thee, with imagined speed 

Unto the tranect, the common ferry 

Which trades Venice”. 


And, finally, why she cheerful when divulging 
her scheme Nerissa, even before the servant’s 
return, when otherwise she should clouded 
anxiety and depression? seems evident that her 
optimism founded the fact that she has al- 
ready solved the case her own mind and con- 
fident success. 
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Thus equipped, Portia comes the Trial Scene 
engage battle with the scion 
the Jewish race. Her clever handling the pro- 
ceedings further proof her mental prowess. 
How graciously she wins the favor the Jew! 
Never once does question her justice. Step 
step she leads him construct his own trap, 
each part made secure that there escape. 
Actuated high sense justice, she makes use 
every honourable means her power deliver 
Antonio from the envy the Jew. First she ap- 
peals his mercy. And what appeal! What 
eloquence she wastes upon his cruel heart! Then 
she tempts him with money: 


“Shylock there’s thrice thy money thee”. 
This effort failing, she makes double appeal, 
once his avarice and his sense mercy: 

“Be merciful, 


Take thrice thy money; bid tear the 


But far nothing has gained. Hoping 
bring him realization the horror his deed, 
she conjures before him weird detail; the 
naked bosom his victim, the bloody knife, the 
scales, the surgeon hand. 

“To stop his wounds lest bleed death”. 
and, finally, the merchant’s touching “But 
too weak,” her effort but whets the hatred 
his breast. Like the imprisoned 
awaits but the opening its cage pounce upon 
its prey, insensible all else save the ac- 
complishment his long-cherished design. Then 
Portia forced fall back upon her last resort, 
the quibble the “pound flesh” without the “jot 
blood”. Shylock, who has hailed her “well- 
deserving pillar the cannot gainsay her 
judgment. Thenceforward, Portia becomes the 
stern administrator justice, role which Shy- 
lock’s incessant craving for the law and his strict 
adherence the wording the bond forces upon 
her. The enigma solved and thus love, symbo- 
lized Portia, triumphs over hate which Shy- 
lock the very incarnation. 

Now that the contest over, the chief characters 
return their respective environments. Shylock 
again enters his dull, sombre dwelling “to dream 
money and bemoan his lost treasures. 
other creature wil! henceforth share his loneliness. 
music cheer “his sober house”, save the rattle 
his gold and silver. Such the end hate; love 
finds happier lot. For few brief moments 
get glimpse terrestrial paradise Portia 
gathers her friends about her the beautiful gar- 
dens Belmont, enchanted the “touches 
sweet harmony” and bathed the soft splendour 
Italian moon. The very atmosphere 
meated with love. God’s message the world. 
Who then, looking this scene, can refrain from 
crying out with Browning:

For topical recitations 
require orderly thought preparation and afford 
training effective expression, the work classi- 
fying and arranging done, should be, the 
pupil, not the teacher, thus offsetting the mechan- 
ical process peg-fitting referred above, which 
those are desirous avoiding who believe that edu- 
cation means rather “lead out” than “to push in” 
and who wish innocent the just charge 
producing mental indigestion naturally resulting 
distaste for further mental nourishment.

wrong, and therefore displeasing God. 

Through the exercise faith, the child has come 
the knowledge religion that one God’s 
creatures and therefore must render Him rever- 
ence, love, and adoration both public and private 
life. has come know God’s law 
the two great commandments and through them 
has learned respect all law and authoritv 
whether vested the home, the Church, the

Through the exercise hope 
God, the child has also learned place trust his 
neighbor, and because social being, rely 
upon that neighbor for many the necessities 
life, for sympathy and kindness adversity, for 
good-will and joy prosperity. Through the exer- 
cise divine charity, all the supernatural virtues 
come knocking the door the 
humility, liberality, chastity, brotherly love, tem- 
perance, and meekness together with all their off- 
shoots. 

Before the child has finished the fourth grade, 
the Holy Ghost will have come into his soul the 
sacrament Confirmation increasing sanctifying 
grace and confirming fixing His dwelling place 
there with Him incomprehensible 
treasures, His seven-fold gifts, His wonderful fruits, 
and His glorious beatitudes. with 
these gifts develop certain supernatural habits and 
dispose the soul practice the moral virtues 
excellent degree.

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FREE CONSTRUCTIVE DRAWING 


Suggestions for Course 
Brother Cornelius, F.S.C., M.A. 


here begin suggestive outline for course free 


constructive drawing. intended for the first 
high school. call “free” and not “free- 
hand,” because the use ruler, T-square, triangle, com- 
passes and scales not only allowed but encouraged. Yet, 
the other hand, the course will not include geometrical 
problems, the drawings are not inked and the stu- 
dent need not have set drafting instruments; the work 
often done with other equipment than pencil 
and paper. fact, all the plates and figures that are given 
here are from drawings done entirely free-hand excepting 
the ruling for the lettering and the borders. 

When the course completed any class each student 
should have least twenty neatly executed, uniform- 
sized plates representative the drills has had.

structive drawing the basis for perspective and some 
extent for decorative drawing. The plates here given are 
not “prescribed” but are meant rather serve guide 
the teacher for giving course. may therefore vary 
them number, subject and difficulty according his 
special aims and circumstances.

National Education Association Drafts School Bill 


The National Education Association, its annual meet- 
ing Indianapolis, gave out its new stand the proposal 
establish federal department education with secre- 
tary the Cabinet. The new bill drafted the associa- 
tion for submission the next Congress has the follow- 
ing provisions: 

First, establishment of an executive department to be known as 


the Department of Education and to be directed by a Secretary of 
Education. 


Second, transfer of the present Bureau of Education of the 
Department of the Interior, the Federal Board of Vocational Education 
and certain other agencies to the new department. 


Third, establishment of a Federal Conference on Education to be 
made up of representatives of the federal departments. 


Fourth, collection of statistics and data on educational topics by 
the new department, and making of such data available to State educa- 
tional officers and others interested in education to aid them in their 
fields. 


Fifth, an appropriation of $1,500,000 for a staff and its work. 


The new plan, which provides primarily for research 
agency, drops the association’s long fight for federal sub- 
sidies the States for education, but expressions lead- 
ers here indicated that hope still held that eventually 
such subsidies will the meantime, militant 
campaign for the new plan made.

Before speaking the miracles required for beatifica- 
tion, let consider what miracle from the standpoint 
Catholic philosophy. looking the derivation 
the word miracle, come see that comes from the 
Latin “to wonder”, and the wider sense there- 
fore; means event which awakens wonder aston- 
ishment. the strict sense the word, Father Meyer, 
his Cosmology defines miracle thus: miracle 
sensible, unusual, Divine, supernatural event.” 
“sensible” because event that strikes the senses. 
The conversion soul from sin sanctifying grace 
not miracle this strict sense, even though ex- 
cites wonder, for the effects are what excite wonder, and 
the conversion itself does not fall under the range the 
senses, but only the effects the conversion are perceived 
the senses. 

miracle “an unusual event”, because com- 
paratively rare occurrence, and above what usually 
see. Moreover, unusual event, because above 
against the forces nature. Therefore the mere fre- 
quency miracle comparatively few spots the 
world does not take away its character being “unusu- 
extraordinary event”. Father Meyer, S.J., says, “to 
use the words St. Thomas: ‘if daily some blind man 
were made see, this would nevertheless true mir- 
acle, because opposed the ordinary course nature.’ 

special positive agency God alone. creature, even 
though the holiest can only impetratory, minister- 
ial cause the miracle, through his prayers, good 
works, commanding God’s name that miracle 
should take place. God alone can the efficient cause 
miracle. 

miracle “supernatural event”, because the ef- 
fect which happens the ordinary course nature, 
called natural, what happens nature, but not accord- 
ing the laws and forces nature, must called su- 
pernatural. general, the primary ends every miracle 
are the glory God, and the moral good man. Miracles 
also have secondary ends, subordinate the primary 
ends. Such secondary ends may be, attesting and confirm- 
ing the truth Divine mission, doctrine faith 
morals, Christ confirmed His Divine mission 
miracles. Miracles may wrought also for the secondary 
end attesting true sanctity. 

order know miracle such, must certain 
the historical philosophical and theological truth the 
extraordinary event question. First, must cer- 
tain the historical truth the miracle, that is, must 
evident that the miraculous event real fact. 
miracle, like any natural event, known either from 
personal observation, from the testimony others. 
The evidence for miracles, for historical facts, gen- 
eral, depends the knowledge and veracity the nar- 
rators, that is, they who testify the occurrence the 
events, must know what they tell, and tell the truth. 
Hence, miraculous occurrences are vouched for re- 
liable and trustworthy witnesses, who can not possibly 
suspected either not knowing the real fact, not 
narrating really happened, are bound ac- 
cept those facts historically true. For reject such 
evidence this, then have grounds for accepting 
any historical facts true. Secondly, must cer- 
tain the philosophical truth the miracle, that is, the 
nature the fact and the surrounding circumstances must 
such kind that are forced admit natural 
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forces alone could not have produced it, and the only, 
rational explanation that was done the interfer- 
ence some supernatural agency. 

Thirdly, must certain the theological truth 
the miracle, that is, must evident that the extraordi- 
nary event question was not brought about evil 
spirits, but that its only rational explanation had 
the interference Divine agency. 

Since miracle, the strict sense the word 
manifestation God’s power, long this not clear, 
should reject such. But careful inquiry mir- 
acles can known such. Therefore that miracles 
really known such, they must duly examined into, 
that is, not only must the event itself and its nature 
carefully inquired into, but also the adjuncts and circum- 
stances connected with the event must investigated. 
Among these adjuncts and circumstances the end and pur- 
pose the extraordinary event occupies the first and 
most important place. Hence chiefly from the end 
and purpose extraordinary event that must find 
out whether the event question attributed 
the interference the Divine agency, some other 
supra-mundane cause. Although every miracle surpasses 
the powers and forces nature, some are higher 
nature than others. philosophy the terms above, con- 
trary to, and outside nature are used analyzing mir- 
acles, hence have: 

Miracles above nature. 

Miracles contrary nature. 

Miracles outside nature. 

Miracles above nature. miracle said above 
nature, when the effect produced surpasses the native 
powers and forces creatures that the ordinary course 
nature, similar effects never occur, for example, 
raising dead man life, bilocation multilocation, 
which person may two more different places 
the same time. 

Miracles contrary nature. miracle said 
contrary nature, when the effect produced contrary 
the natural course things, that is, when happens 
material subjects which naturally tend contrary 
effect, for example, the preservation the three children 
the fiery furnace. 

Miracles outside nature. miracle said outside 
beside nature when natural forces may have the power 
produce the effect, least part, but could not 
themselves alone have produced the way was ac- 
tually brought about, for example, the change water 
into wine Cana. 

are absolutely certain that the mere sound 
human voice, mere command cannot restore life 
the dead, cure man leprosy, that mere clay and 
spittle mere touch can not restore sight man born 
blind. Hence such extraordinary events must brought 
about Divine interference. Such Divine interference 
with the ordinary course nature, being brought about 
for the glory God and the true good men should 
bear marks which can recognized and known 
truly Divine, that those whose favor the miracle has 
been wrought may able give due thanks and glory 
God for the extraordinary favor. Let now consider 
what these marks signs true miracles are. 


MARKS SIGNS TRUE MIRACLES.—1. Their 
efficiency and reality. true miracle always real and 
true, whereas the operations evil spirits are unreal, 
usually illusions and deceptions. 

Duration true miracles. True miracles are last- 
ing while the extraordinary workings the evil spirits 
are never lasting. 

The end and purpose true miracles distinguish 
them from the operations the evil spirits, because true 
miracles are wrought for the glory God, and for the 
true good while the evil spirit all his works 
ever aims the ruin souls, the destruction faith and 
morals, and the incitement pride and other vices. 

The manner which true miracles are brought 
about. True miracles are always the result pious and 
reverend invocation God, whereas false wonderful 
events are begun incantations, unusual words signs. 

True miracles are marked their utility. 
always intended benefits either spiritual temporal 
both: diabolical works the contrary are always vain 
and wholly useless and very often hurtful.

Consideration for Teachers. 


Superintendent O’Shea, the pub- 
lic schools New York City, has 
received numerous replies his re- 
quest teachers for suggestions 
changes that would promote their 
happiness and might profitably 
considered the Board Educa- 
tion, 

Among the proposals are these: 
short rest period for teachers several 
times week, less clerical work, 
free period cover part the cleric- 
work, the holding teachers’ 
meetings early the week, “before 
teachers get tired, relief from com- 
position and other contests outside 
the curriculum. 

All these suggestions imply that 
the teachers feel overburdened—is 
wonderful they do? Nor New 
York the only city 
school teachers, earnestly striving 
keep with all the demands upon 
them, find many instances that the 
multiplicity their duties saps their 
strength. 

Two the responses Superin- 
practical methods reducing one 
the present demands upon the teach- 
ers’ overcrowded time. teacher pro- 
posed the use bulletin boards rather 
than the calling special meetings 
after hours explain purely routine 
matters, Another observed that mime- 
ographed copies orders conveying 
instruction regarding such matters 
desks. Why should re- 
quired attend meetings not abso- 
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lutely essential the prosperity 
the work which they are engaged? 

Multiplying demands 
ers’ time which began with the World 
War, and which undoubtedly have 
interfered with the efficiency and 
progress legitimate school work, 
may now considerable degree 
relaxed. Such the opinion Su- 
perintendent O’Shea, who evidently 
not without sympathy for the teach- 
ing force. There reform 
the matter 
ment the foisting upon schools 
diverse 
which disturb the sequence 
structing and lay 
dens upon teachers. 

This attitude Superintendent 
O’Shea auspicious for the schools 
under his charge. The best results 
with their pupils cannot expected 
from teachers who are kept perpetu- 
haustion overwork. 


Auxiliary Benefits Debating. 

The value debating school 
exercise invariably conceded 
teachers familiar with its results. 

pupils participating the pre- 
paration arguments affords the 
benefits offered what currently 
known the problem method. The 
rivalry among individuals which 
promotes serves strong incentive 
exertion the part some whose 
lively interest not aroused ab- 
stract love learning, and least 
portion this interest usually 
communicated other members 
the class. Whatever the topic under 
debate, takes vitality sub- 
ject controversy that otherwise 
would lack the estimation young 
people disposed regard task 
the absorption information con- 
tained books. Frequently, more- 
over, stimulates research outside 
books, and the co-ordination facts 
obtained conversation with those 
derived from the standard texts. 

Another important advantage the 
intellectual discipline acquired pre- 
paring for debate. Seeking put 
ideas into form that will interest 
and convince, the student finds that 
the first place must gain clear 
perception his subject, and the 
next place present manner that 
will make clear others. Thus 
gains practice composition. 

The average youth will cheerfully 
put more hard work into the prepara- 
tion debate than into the writing 
ordinary theme. 


Returning the Classics. 

After twenty years experiment 
with varying programmes study, 
classical, semi-classical, and non-clas- 
sical, French educational opinion has 
arrived the conclusion that the 
classics are essential part liberal 
education. Since the war, business or- 
ganizations have given attention 
the subject. recent bulletin issued 
with the authority the Lvons Cham- 
ber Commerce sets forth 
practical reason for classical instruc- 
tion that “in learning Latin and 
Greek, learn French.” 

support classical instruction 
for pupils the English-speaking 
countries the world parallel ar- 
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gument may employed. Here 
paragraph from the report the 
recently conducted the 
American Classical League: “It has 
been estimated that the 100,000 
words thereabout the current 
English vocabulary, fewer than 
60,000 are Latin origin, against 
30,000 purely English and 10,000 de- 
rived from other foreign sources. The 
Latin element English literature 
corresponding importance.” 

There solid ground for the asser- 
tion that the study Latin Eng- 
ilsh-speaking pupils far from 
waste time. The help which 
knowledge Latin affords the un- 
derstanding modern languages 
only one the advantages confers. 
Greater than this are the humanistic 
and civic values inherent the proper 
study the classics. Materialism 
the gravest menace the present 
time. The crying need the age 
esthetic and moral culture. 


School Children’s Diet. 

connection with the hygienic 
welfare school children much 
emphasis has been placed vitamins 
that teachers may interested the 
assertion Dr. Monrad, eminent 
Danish physician, that about vi- 
tamins matter fashion rather 
than necessary adjunct public 
health campaigning”. 

further observes: “Apparently 
the children are filled with 
vitamins now, and afraid 
just bad giving them too few. 
has, for instance, been proved that 
possible call forth eczema 
rats giving them too many vi- 
tamins, and consider probable that 
the same thing, will apply our 
children.”

Youth pre-eminently the time for 
learning. early years the receptive 
faculties are more alert 
Then is, the words the ancient 
maxim, that the memory “wax 
receive and marble retain.” Youth 
the habit-forming period. Good 
vouthful learners impetus the 
right direction that affords immense 
advantage after years. There 
scientific authority for the statement 
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that the brains the great majority 
human beings attain their maxi- 
mum weight the age fifteen. 
exercise prolongs brain 
growth, true, but not indefinitely, 
and widely accepted treatise the 
subject declares: “One seldom gets 
new idea into his head after 
thirty. After that period may 
erect wonderful structure ideas 
foundations already laid; but that 
all. any subsequent structure 
support must laid before that 
time.”

afford delay early training, 
the genius, since geniuses the pe- 
riod plasticity longer than 
ordinarv men.” But even genius 
would foolish waste precious 
idleness for time once past 
can never recalled, and human life 
short, and there are many things 
learned.
